HIS volume, which forms Part II. of 
Mr. Lamb’s History of the 
Crusades, is complete in itself. It is an 
epic of the period from 1169, when 
Saladin became administrator of Egypt, 
to the fall of Acre in 1291. 

Mr. Lamb is happy in his unusual 
style; for its highly coloured phrasing 
suits that highly-coloured age. Under the 
spell of his pen, many celebrated names 
of history become living men and women 


moving in the authentic atmosphere of 
their own times, 


Richard of England, a lion in personal 
combat and a fool in council; Louis IX., 
the saintly King of France, to whose 
“devout and straightforward mind the 
duty to redeem Jerusalem was clear ”’ 
when the first fine careless rapture of 
the crusading spirit had begun to fade;

the gorgeous and sinister Baibars, the one- 
eyed Panther, whose deeds, attributed to 
Harun-al-Raschid, have been added by 
story tellers to the Arabian Nights, and 
who, a Tartar of the Golden Horde him- 
self, stemmed the Mongol invasion with 
Christian aid and swept the Crusaders 
from the shores of Palestine. 

Yet one man bestrides the book even in 
this galaxy of fame—not so much a 
Colossus as a great-hearted gentleman, 
an untiring shepherd of his people, an 
honourable foe and an unswerving friend, 
En-Nasir Salah-ed-Din Yusuf ibn Ayyub, 
known te history as the Sultan Saladin, 
according to Mr. Lamb’s picture—and 
Mr. Lamb may be trusted—ranks as one 
of Asia’s heroes. Saladin, unlike 
Baibars later who found the Mameluke 
horsemen ready to his hand and a less 
determined foe, had to face the Crusaders 
at their zenith with tools of his own 
creation. A lover of peace and learning 
by nature, he was forced by an unkind 
fate to spend his life at war. Yet from 
the day of his triumph at Hattin, which 
spelt the doom of Guy’s kingdom} to the 
end of his life, he remained the same, 
and by his generosity in an age of cruelty 
earned the respect of his enemies as the 
champion of Paynim chivalry. Mr. Lamb 
has been captured by the Sultan’s per- 
sonality, and as one reads his pages it is 
hard to avoid his enthusiasm. 

The author describes the gradual 
deterioration that set in, changing the 
object of the Crusade from a pious en- 
deavour to re-establish the Christian power 
in Jerusalem and the Holy Land into a 
means of gaining worldly power and 
authority. The “ Afterword ’’ shows the 
many benefits which Western Europe 
gained as a result of the Crusades, and 
the scoffer is bidden to remember “ that 
the venturesome Crusaders, instead of 
looking for fortunes in the East, sold or 
mortgaged their property “t home in order 
to journey to the East, and gained little | 
thereby ; that instead of regarding them- 


who set out on Crusades to expiate their 
sins; and so great was the peril of the 
venture that the Church accounted it the | 
most ardous penance of all.’’ 

The book contains a comprehensive 
index and a table of the principal places 
in Asia occupied by the Crusaders, with 
the dates of occupation and a list of the 
remains still to be seen.

Volume Two. By Katherine Maye.

HEN “ Mother India ” was first pub- 

lished, very few people were aware 
of the horrors of child-marriages amongst 
Hindu women. ‘‘ Mother India ” shocked 
the world into interest. Recently a Special 
Committee investigated the conditions 
hich Miss Mayo revealed, and in ‘‘ Volume 
| Two.” Miss Mayo digests the facts accumu- 
lated by this Committee, and presents 
them to the public in understandable 
human terms. The evidence of this Com- 
mittee filled nine volumes—four to five 
thousand pages. Miss Mayo’s collection: 
of the most important data is condensed 
into two hundred and sixty pages. The 
questions discussed are chiefly: the extent 
of child-marriages in India; what consti- 
tutes betrothal; and at what time such 
child-marriages are consummated. 
‘Volume Two’’ is less gruesome in 

detail than ‘‘ Mother India,’’ yet, in a 
sense, it is a more depressing book. Here 
one realises for the first time the apparent 
hopelessness of the would-be reformer’s 
task. It is not a social or political matter, 
but one with its roots deeply sunk in 
antiquity and religion. Even the educated 
Indian is afraid to defy so traditional and 
sacred a custom, while the masses are too 
illiterate to understand the aims of reform 
or to help themselves in their ghastly con- 
dition.

GIRL’S UNFOUNDED 
ALLEGATIONS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MANNA.) 
After some evidence had been heard, the 


defence put in a plea of guilty of concealment 
of birth in the case in which Nora Hannigan, 
of Spring Garden alley, Waterford, was 
charged with the murder of her wnnamed

TH plea was accepted, and the accused was 
put back with a view to her being sent to an 
institution.

“As the moment,” says: Mr. 

O'Flaherty, “two kinds of books 
are in fashion—autobiographies and books 
about the Bolsheviks. I refrained from 
writing an autobiography as long as 
I could. At last I was forced by hunger 
to do so. Immediately afterwards I 
realised that I had to scavenge among the 
Bolsheviks or starve a little Jater. So I 
set out for Moscow with my heart against 
the whole of human society, which has 
become so corrupt and democratic and 
indifferent to art.’’ 

Perhaps, this is not 
a bad spirit in which 
to begin a survey. 
At all events, it 
keeps the mind alert, 
and alert Mr. 
O’Fiaherty’s mind 
certainly is. There 
is - nothing of _ the 
student in him, but 
there is a great deal 
of the observer. The 
mily difficulty is to 
tell how far Mr. 
O’Flaherty’s observa- 
tions are real and 
how far a certain 
hysteria of outlook has clouded them. This 
sort of thing, for example, is apt to set 
the tone of the book : 

“You must not shout,’’ said the man. 
‘It is contrary to the rules governing 
Russian hotels.’ ' 

“Go to the devil,’ I said. © 

“Thank you,’ he said calmly. ‘ The devil 
does not exist, so I do not fear him.’ 

‘The devil he doesn’t,’ I replied. ‘ Your 
damned hotel is run by him.’ ”’ 

From such a mentality one can expect 
little serious criticism of the new economic 
or political condition of Soviet Russia, 
but one can hope for a very fair impres- 
sion of the new system’s influence on the 
Russian mind, and one gets it. Mr. 
O'Flaherty draws no positive conclusions. 
For the sake of Europe he fears Russia. 
As an individualist he fears it even 
more strongly. Yet he cannot refrain 
from admiration at the tremendous pur- 
pose involved in the Bolshevist experi- 
ment. “ Even when I reached Berlin,” 
he concludes, ‘‘ I still did not want to re- 
turn to militant, covenanting Moscow ; for 
there was sober, half-starved effort to 
achieve the almost impossible, while here 
was rich, juicy sausage, paganism and 
easy living for the cunning. Yet I de- 
spised Berlin after Moscow. It seemed a 
sweltering, senseless» uncultured human 
warren, without a future, without sane 
ambition. Paris looked even worse. .. . 
But when I reached London, a delicious 
sense of the futility of human effort 
drowned my melancholy Yet it 
was now halted, stagnant, beginning to 
rot at the core, and to wither at the ex- 
tremities, using all its ancient skill to 
maintain its power.’’ 

The best that can be said for Mr. 
©’Flaherty’s survey of Russia is that it 
draws a very convincing picture, and 
leaves a very profound series of impres- 
sions.

IRISH FLORA. 


A Stucents’ Iilustrated Irish Flora, By J. 
Adams, M.A. (Cantab). Ashford: L. Reeve and 
Co. 12/- net. 

HE Irish botanical student will owe a 

heavy debt of gratitude to Mr. 
Adams, who has provided him with this 
useful and scientifically arranged ‘‘ Illus- 
trated Irish Flora.’’ Its purpose is ex- 
plained best in the author’s own words. 

“The present work does not profess to 
be a ‘Flora’ in the regular sense of the 
term. It is intended rather to give the 
student a concise view of the more im- 
portant morphological features of the wild 
plants of the country and their relation 
to the various factors of the environment, 
as well as their habitat and topographical 
distribution. As a necessary preliminary 
some method of identifying the various 
types of plant life must be provided. For 
this purpose the plants have been arranged 
in easily recognised groups, based on some” 
common characters, which may have 
reference either to the manner of life or 
to the possession of some _ structural 
feature. To study plants intelligently one 
must know the name of the plant, or plant 
group, referred to. Accordingly the Latin 
and English names of all the genera of 
seed plants native to Ireland are given. 
At the same time, at least one species, or, 
where the characters are sufficiently 
distinct, several species of each genus are 
described.’”’ 

Only plants which are indigenous to 
the country are described, and doubtful 
cases are indicated by special signs. A 
list of plants poisonous to human beings 
or animals is given in the appendix, 
where a list of names in Irish will prove 
useful to lovers of the language. 

The illustrations and text are above 
criticism. Ireland has cradled some 
famous botanists of the calibre of Lloyd 
Praeger, and publications like Mr. 
Adams’s book suggest that the breed is 
not dead.

HIS small book is a study of the life 
and work of Faraday, the centenary 

of whose discovery of electro-magnetic in- 
duction is being celebrated this year. This 
discovery is, no doubt, the most impor- 
tant which he made, from the point of view 
of industry and commerce, and it is the 
only one of his discoveries treated at 
length in this volume. Hence the book is 
liable to produce an unbalanced view of 
Faraday’s work, if it falls into the hands of 
those who knew nothing of the man.

Enter the Actress. By Rosamund Gilder. London:

ie is scarcely four hundred years since 
women have invaded the stage ; yet they 
have accomplished much in that time, and 
it is scarcely an exággeration to say that 
the modern development and evolution of 


the theatrs owes its present superiority to 
the influence and genius of its actresses. 
Women have been playwrights, producers 
and munagers, and in every part of 
theatrical life they have recorded brilliant 
successes. 

Miss Rosamund Gilder has devoted 
much study and research to the part played 
by her. sex in the development of the 
drama, and her efforts have resulted in 
this important and thoughtful book. The 
firs; woman playwright, the sixteenth 
century nun, Hrotevit a, provides one of 
the most entertaining chapters. Her 
apparently rash excursions into doubtful 
subjects. are explained by the fact that 
her object was to extol virtue at the ex- 
pense of vice. 

Next we are told of the first Italian 
actresses, leading up to the virtuous and 
gifted Andreini. The great women of the 
drama in England, France and Germany 
all find their place in this book, where 
they are discussed, classified and appor- 
tioned their due merit. Miss Gilder has 
accomplished her task to our entire satis- 
faction, and has rendered a graccful ser- 
vice to her sex as well.

E are back in the spacious days of 
WV hansom cabs and straw hats, and Mr.

Days,” a name which gives great offence to 
his schoolboy sons, Ralph and Roger, who 
see in it a new and sinister development of 
the pater’s deplored facetiousness. Many 
things happen at ' Dream Days’’ before Mr. 
Waterall begins to realise his dream of being 
close to the soil or—to put it another way— 
Lefore the bungalow 1s made ag comfortable 
as his town honse. For instance, a cow comes 
into the kitchen, and one of the many 
eccentric neighbours, worn out by hours of 
striving with an army of imaginary rats, 
seeks refuge in Mr. Waterall’s bed. -The boys. 
too, make the most of their opportunities for 
mischief. In short, the comic possibilities of 
the situation are exploited ‘‘ for all they are 
worth ” by a Mr. Mackenzie in the same sort 
of holiday mood as the producer of “' April 
ools.”” 

A literary romp of this kind is ant to grow 
tiresome, Lut Mr. Mackenzie knows his ground 
too well to allow such bathos, and the action 
occasionally centres on London and the rich 
humanity of Mrs. Hamper, who, as her com- 
fortable name suggests, is a constant store of 
good things.

OR the last few years Miss Gertrude 
F Atherton has turned her attention to the 
writing of historical fiction, Now she has 
reverted to sa former type of novel, which 
deals with modern times, and in it she shows 
us that her absence in the realms of the past 
has had no bad effect on her work concerning 
the present. 

Though the story of “ The Sophisticates "’ 
is in the main uninteresting, Miss Atherton 
yet contrives to make one read to the end 
in order to find out what happens to the 
decidedly uninteresting heroine. 

There is some very clever character- 
drawing in the book and, here and there, 
touches of very shrewd wit. The author at 
times is severe on the little affectations and 
vanities of the middle-class society of a 
sinall American town, where a set o le 
forms itself into a “circle” and mails Ge 
quently at one another's house in pursuit 
of its efforts to be more brilliant and up-to- 
date than it can achieve with success. How 
absurd it is in reality the author shows when 
she makes its leader, who is, incidentally, 
the heroine, go secretly to New York to escape 
from the rest.

ELFCT?2IFICATION OF IRELAND, 


The electricity scheme for the province 
is “being developed rapidly, and before 
long the Six Counties will be studded with 
tall steel towers which, although blots on 
the landscape, are proofs cf progress, The 
Ministry of Commerce is about to enter 
into a contract for the erection of hich 
tension transmission lines from the Bel- 
fast Corporation Electricity Station at 
the harbour for the purpose of supplying 
current to various areas in the Counties 
of Down and Armagh, and has asked the 
Harbour Board for permission to carry 
the lines over a portion of its estate. The 
request has been granted, subject to cer- 
tain conditions, and it is expected that 
the work will be started immediately. 

Notwithstanding all the talk about the 
value ‘of co-operation between Ulster and 
the Free State for the economic 
electrification of Ireland, North and 
South, nothing has been done in tha! 
direction. It has been admitted by the 
Northern engineers, and also by the 
Southern authorities, that both schemes 
could be enlarged in their usefulness by 
being linked up with each other, while 
there would be the additional attraction 
of cheaper lighting and power; but 
suspicion and distrust still lurk in 
official quarters and the convenience and 
prosperity of the countryside are hindered 
by prejudice. 

THE CITY TRAMWAYS. 


There has been so much discussion 
during the past six months about the pro- 
gress of the Belfast tramways system that 
a glance at some of the returns affords a 
great deal of interest. Although there are 
more trams running now than a year ago, 
the number of passengers carried for the 
fortnight ended June 12th shows a 
decrease compared with the returns for 
the corresponding period of last year. The 
actual figures are 4,508,201 passengers, 
representing £23,176 this year, and 
4,613,616 (£23,855), for 1930. On the 
other hand, the ’buses for the same period 
show an increase in revenue of £236, and 
an increase in passengers of 30,203. 
Although these statistics do not suggest it, 
it is to be hoped that the company’s policy 
in buying 60 new trams—nearly all of 
which are now in service—wil] turn out to 
be a profitable one. 


FIRE AND BRIMSTONE ! 


We have had anvther round in the 
temperance fight, and on this occasion the 
anti-prohibitionists have occupied most of 
the limelight. It is asserted that large 
sums of money contributed by American 
‘‘ Pussyífoot ” organisations are being 
spent for the regeneration of Ulster, the 
campaign being supported by statements 
which cannot bear the scrutiny of 
common-sense or ordinary investigation.

The organisation which represents the

Thus the fight goes 
merrily on, but, notwithstanding all the 
hurly-burly and the clash of opposin 
wills, the official figures prove cerca 
doubt that Northern Ireland is one of the 
most sober spots in the world, 


UNSUITABLE WORKSHOPS, 


In 1905 there were 170 tramcars in Bel- 
fast, and to-day there are no. fewer than 
557, in addition to 63 omnibuses and 26 
other vehicles. Yet the workshops 
designed to cope with the needs of the 
trams in 1905 are still being used, and 
are expected to carry out the reconstruc- 
tion and maintenance of the present huge 
fleet of cars. The thing is impossible, 
and in the annual report, just issued, it 
is pointed out that suitable workshops 
must be acquired without further delay 
and fitted with up-to-date machinery if 
the cars are to be kept in proper condi- 
tion. ! 

This is a most surprising state of affairs, 
and it certainly is not in keeping with 
the go-ahead policy of the company that 
the system should have to rely upon 
conditions which existed 26 years ago for 
keeping it in running order. However, 
now that the matter has been brought to 
the front once more, the Committee has 
promised to take immediate action.

WARSHIPS AT BANGOR. 


The two huge warships—Warspite and 
Malaya—have just arrived in Bangor Bay. 
The seaside resort this week-end is sure 
to be crowded out with visitors; for, in 
addition to the warships, which are open 
to the public for inspection, the Regatta 
of the Royal Ulster Yacht Club is being 
held on Friday and Saturday, for which 
both Warspite and Malaya will be en féte. 
The powerful vessels look most 
picturesque anchored in the Bay, and 
thousands of sightseers already have been 
initiated into the many mysteries of the 
ship. 

With a view to reviving the daily boat 
service to Bangor a syndicate of Belfast- 
men has purchased from its Glasgow 
owners the paddle steamer Cynthia, and 
next week the evening sailings to the 
resort will be started. It is the intention 
of the syndicate also to run lough pleasure 
cruises, and for this purpose the steamer 


| has been fitted with a radio-gramaphone 


installation, so that dancing and good 
music may be enjoyed. 


FARMERS FRIGHTENED. 


A bad scare has been caused in Northern 
farming circles following the ban placed 
on the shipment to England of Irish 
cattle on account of the outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease at Farleton. Fears, 
probably groundless, are entertained that 
the disease may be in existence here in 
Ulster, and, if that were so, it would be 
the final drop to be added to the farmers’ 
cup of misery. As it is, farmers are hit 
badly by the ban; for on Wednesday night 
arrangements had been made for the ship- 
ment to England and Scotland from 
Belfast of over six hundred head of cattle, 
and the danger of the ban lasting a con- 
siderable time has caused great uneasiness. 
There is probably no need for undue worry, 
however; for the cases of foot-and-mouth 
disease at Farleton are likely to be traced 
rapidly.

“CONVERSION TO 
PHILOSOPHY.” 


at the Graduates’ Memorial 

Hall, ‘rinity College, Dublin, yesterday, 

Dr. A. D. Nock, Frotingham Professor of the 

History of Religion in the University of 

Harvard, dealt with ‘‘ Conversion’ to 
Philosophy.’’ 

To get a proper view of the place 
philosophy and of the nature of its rise 
the Greek world, he said, they would have to 
consider the peculiar characteristics of Greek 
religion. . Babylon and Egypt had centralised 
societies with priestly classes. Learning was 
the property of those classes, and in their 
hands served practical ends. Greece had not 
an official religion of salvation It had 
Orphism, but the tenets of that were simply 
a private opinion. In the Persian, or 
Jewish, or Christian religion, each of them

put forward as part of the claim of religion, 


a view of the origin of the world and of the 
origin of man. Piety, in Greece or Rome, 
was not a religion of salvation. Local cults 
preserved and cherished their legends, but 
the systematisation of these legends was the 
work, not of priests, but of secular persons— 
the poets—and these systematised man-made 
legends were capable of further modification 
by men. The instinct for myth-making 
naturally included in its purview the origin 
of the universe. The speculative interest did 
not become really powerful until about the 
beginning of the sixth century B.C. At first 
it showed a close similarity with tradition. 
In the fifth century it became more radical, 
and, with Socrates’s philosophy, acquired 
a specific connotation. With Socrates, 
as with Pythagoras, it was something which 
commonly involved a surrender of per- 
sonality, but it was Plato, by his founding of 
his school of pheaca, who gave it a 
permanent locus standi, and in a sense a 
religion of its own. 


PHILOSOPHIC INFLUENCE, 

Philosophy was immensely influential. It 
gave intelligible explanations of phenomena ; 
it offered a life with a scheme—the religious 
and ascetic life of the Pythagoreans; the 
ascetic life of the Cynics, Stoic acceptance of 
the world order and consciousness of duty: 
Epicurean calmness and simplification of 
mental existence—this scheme generally in- 
volving an element of conversion from care- 
less and sensual existence to a life of freedom 
and contemplation. It produced the most 
striking ideal types of antiquity—the saints 
of antiquity—round whom gathered a halo 
of veneration which sometimes. came to a 
point of deification, as, for instance, in the 
case of Plato. They must further reckon 
with the- personal influence of individual 
living philosophers, whether academic 
teachers whose lectures were heard by men 
already prominent in life, as well as by the 
young, whose studies if carried through te 
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Epictetus corresponded in form and intention 
to Christian sermons, and, like them, oíten 
stirred profoundly those who listened. Again, 
wealthy Romans kept in their households 
philosophers who played the part of domestic 
chaplains. Philosophic literature was widely 
read. Plato first gave to philosophy a form 
which earned for it universal recognition as 


literature. 
EFFECT ON MAN, 

In the later Hellenistic period, and under 
the Empire, numerous introductory works 
were written to summarise the teaching of 
éhe schools for the use of the general public, 
and they were widely used. Conversion, in 
the sense of turning from one kind of life 
Le another, from luxury and self-indulgence 
aud superstition to a life of discipline, and 
sometimes contemplation, was implicit in a 
great deal of the literature with which they 
were concerned. Philosophy commonly in- 
cluded a call to repentance. What it did 
to a man was commonly found in the meta- 
phor of initiation. Seneca spoke of rites 
which ‘‘open not some local shrine, but the 
vast temple of all the gods,” and elsewhere 
talked of his own experience as a transfor- 
mation which was taking. place. Persius 
wrote in a similar vein of his debt to his 
teacher Cornutus, and his Satires included 
numerous exhortations to humanity to aban- 
don the pursuit of unworthy and distractipg 
ambitions, and to ‘‘come to philosophy tor 
the healing which their souls needed.’’ 

Of conversion by a book, they had a 
striking illustration in the Confessions of 
St. Augustine. He had come, in the course 
of his reading, to the Hortensius of Cicero, 
an exhortation to the study of philosophy. 
“Now that book changed my affections, and 
turned my prayers to Thee Thyself, O Lord, 
and marie my wishes and desires quite other. 
Suddenly all vain hopes grew cheap in my 
eyes, and [I yearned for the immortality of 
wisdom with a burning eagerness which 
passes belief, and I began to rise that | 
might return to Thee ” 

THE DEEPER TOUCH. 

In general philosophy touched men’s souls 
much deeper than ancient religion could. A 
mystery evoked a strong emotional response 
and made a vigorous impression for a time: 
but, philosophy was able toturn men from evil 
and to hold before them a good which was, 
perhaps, never to be attained, but presented 
a permanent object of desire, which one seemed 
to grow gradually nearer. It fascinated men 
as the Yogi concept fascinated the young 
cavalryman in Yeats Brown’s ‘“‘Lives of a 
Bengal Lancer.”’ 

Under the Empire philosophy fell. as it 
were, under a single rubric. Any school could 
exercise this power of profound influence. 
How deeply that power of philosophy was 
felt, in later antiquity they saw in Porphyry’s 
letter to his wife. Marcella.

Headlights in Storm : T. C. Lowry

Driving in Storm. 


The layman who meddles with technical 
matters gets it, as the phrase goes, nastily 
in the neck. My paragraph (quoted from 
a correspondent), entitled “ Driving in 


Storm,” has drawn a positive tornado of 
criticism from real or pretended experts. 
Fortunately for my reputation, they 
absolve me of all personal guilt in the 
matter. Here are two representative 
effusions. ‘They may, or they may not, 
have more in them than the original sug: 
gestion. I take no responsibility. — 

The first (from an electrical engineer) 
runs :— 

“ Mention in the ‘ Diary’ of a precau- 
tion taken by residents of Bangor to pre- 
vent their cars from being struck by 
lightning greatly amused re. The sug- 
gestion was that, by switching on the head- 
lights, the electric lamps would act as 
lightning arresters. Even if they did, 
when would happen then? Lightning pro- 
tectors are inserted in electrical circuits 
not to conduct lightning, but to divert its 
course to earth. Now it is impossible to 
‘earth’ an automobile, since the rubber 
tyres are splendid insulators, not to men- 
tion the wooden-spoked wheels which are 
now in general use. If, therefore, the 
headlights of a motor car acted as con- 
ductors, the conveyance would be burned 
to a cinder.’’ 


Che Second Gust. 


Number 2 runs as follows: ‘‘Your recent 
paragraph in explanation of the fact that 
Northern motorists turn on their head 
lights during a thunderstorm is interest- 
ing, but I fear that the explanation 1s 
wide of the mark. Self-preservation does 
not, I think, occur to the motorists’ minds. 
Actually, they are considéring their cars. 
It is a well-knowa fact that a heavy elec- 
trica] discharge induces or sets up electri- 
cal currents in neighbouring circuits. 
Lightning has a force running to millions 


of volts, and a discharge in the neigh- 
bourhood of a motor car could easily 
induce a current in the battery circuit 
sufficient to burn out the windings of the 
dynamo—a most costly item. By turning 
on the headlights, however, the battery 
circuit is ‘ earthed ” to the chassis, and 
any currents induced by outside influence 
are passed to earth through the chassis 
and wheels. In addition, all the lights 
being turned on, both battery an | dynamo 
are placed under full cischarge load. 
which allows for a greater margin of 
safetv. I am surprised that so few Dublin 
motorists follow the practice of ther 
Northern confréres whan driving in 
thunderstorms.”’

preathnach, Chairman of the Vocational 
vo ation Committee for the City of Dublin, 
caid that, in his opinion, the Act con- 
red many benefits, but he ‘was afraid 
a or two of the clauses nearly nullified 
ts value. One of the advantages was that 
the Act the committees were corporate 
bodies, whereas in the old days the technical 
committees Were subordinate bodies. In the 
cid days, too, the finances of the technical 
mmittees rather fluctuated, and classes were 
organised upon what might be called a 
ioe earning basis, which was not to the advan- 
: of education, Now the finances were 
definite, and each committee could visualise 
, vear ahead what its finances would be. 
sce a member of the Gaelic League, he was 
very glad that the wrangles which they used 
to have on the County Councils as to the 
rates that should be struck for Irish were 
now A thing of the past, 
QUESTION OF COMPULSION. ; . 
Dealing with the possibility of the Act 
becoming compulsory, he declared that the 
-lause exempting pupils who continued to 
send national and secondary schools froin 
sttendat e at continuation or technical schools 
onld pullity the whole purpose of the Act, 
he children now in the national schools 
would remain there. Until that was seriously 
amended he did not believe they could

The bulk 
of the committees’ income from rates is con- 
tnbuted by the people of the rural districts, 
aml complaints are general regarding the 
treatment of rural areas by the committees 
and the Department. The policy of the De- 
partment should he directed towards decen- 
tralisation. We know people in country dis- 
tricts are more likely to benefit from classes 
_ than the youth of the cities and towns. Thev 
aie more or less free from the distractions of 
pictures and the many other forms of amuse- 
ment “in dental to urban life.”

Domestic economy and Trish instructors 
muid, when trained, carry on continuation 
casses in rural centres. With regard to the 
provision of buildings County Committees 
of Agriculture should be invited to oo- 
operate in providing the funds. 


A VIGOROUS PROTEST, 

Mr. M. P. Linehan, Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation, made a vigorous 
protest against the provision in the Act that 
methods of instruction emploved under the 
Committee should differ radically from those 
of the primary schools, and that subjects 
should be treated with a view to their direct 
utilisation in employment. He helieved this 
to he based on an anti-social philosophy and 
to be educationally unsound. 

Education, he said, should be atmply a 
fostering of growth, and thev would find 
that the idea ran right through their educa- 
tional system at the moment, there being no 
definite break in the methods of instruction 
from the infant school to the university. 

Ninety per cent. of the children of the 
entry had received no education except 
that given in national schools, and those 
rere the children of the real wealt],-pro- 
ducers of the country. Now that thev were 
to be given hetter education, why ‘should 
they not he educated on a system similar to 
that provided for the other ten per cent. 

Because their parents are in poor cir- 
tumstances,”’ 


he exclaimed, ‘‘they are to 
be taught merely the rudiments of reading, | 


—— 


writing and arithmetic, so that they may 
become efficient hewers of wood and drawers 
of water, to be able to pile up profits for 
some joint stock company or large corpora- 
tion.” Although that philosophy might have 
Suited the administrators of twenty years 
ago, 1+ was not suited to the present. 

Through the growth of democracy every 
child born in the rest cabin might one 
day carry a President's portfolio, and, in 
in order to fit them for that possibility, 
education should be as broad and as liberal 
as possible. He did not mean that they 
should cut out practical subjects, because 
there could be as much culture acquired in 
practical work as in construing Greek, but, 
if they developed all-round culture, Ireland 
might be again the light of the Western 
world. 

Mr. L. E. O'Carroll, Dublin, after reminding 
Congress that Dublin gave the lead in 
technical education, not ‘onlv to Ireland, 
but also to England, said that technical 
instruction there was intended to apply to 
the industries whieh the education would 
tend to develop, and, though it had 
broadened into other spheres, they had been 
educating mainly for industry. — 

An Fear Mor, Waterford, described the 
act as a wonderful scheme, which, if worked 
properly, —" to give wonderful results. 

DR, BURKE'S REPLY. 

Dr. J. F. Burke, of the Free State De- 
partment of Education, replying to points 
raised in the discussion, said that in the 
memorandum issued by the Department no 
mention was made of subjects to be taught 
in whole-time schools. The list of 
subjects given applied only to part- 
time schools. With reference to the 
whole-time schools, it was merely suggested 
that the curriculum should be suited to 
the environment of the school, and he could 
not conceive a suitable programme in which 
history was not included. 

Regarding the allegation of dictatorship to 
committees by inspectors, he said that, if 
right direction and guidance and assistance 
was interpreted as dictation, he pleaded 
cuilty. The functions of the departmental 
inspector was to tell the committees, many 
members of which were new to the work, of 
what he knew, He had no vote, and his 
suggestions could be set aside. 

In answer to Mr. Linehan, Dr. Burke asked 
if it was teally ignoble to educate for 
industry. He maintained that that was much 
wiser than leaving the children stranded after 
leaving school, as heretofore. Defending the 
advocacy of a change in the methods of con- 
tinuation schools as being merely a diversion 
into a new channel, he argued that there was 
also a “ definite break '’ between the systems 
of teaching im schools and lecturing in 
universities. 


QUESTION OF EXEMPTIONS. 


Going on to Mr. Breatlinach’s objection to 
the exemptions for pupils at other schools, he 
argued that it was not just to force all 
children between the ages of fourteen and 
sixteen into continuation schools, as they did 
not train for the Church or the professions. 
Lhe provision in regard to secondary schools 
was made from conviction, and that in regard 
to primary schools from necesity. He was 
sure, however, that those in the national 
schools would come to the continuation 
schools. 

The President, Mr. B. P. Bowen, in 
reference to the teaching of history, pointed 
out that it could not be done without 
teachers, and said that in a course which 
his Committee (County Dublin) was running 
at present to train Irish teachers for con- 
tinnation work they drew up a syllabus which 
included local and general history. That 
subject, he declared, was ruled out by the 
Department. (Cries of ‘‘ Shame.’’) 

PROGRESS IN THE NORTH. | 

“Under the new Education Acts, which 
were not framed with the specific intention 
of aiding technical education, the growth of 
technical education classes has been little 
short of phenomenal,’’ said Mr. D. C. Quail, 
County Down, in a paper on “ Education in 
Northern Ireland.’ 

Mr. Quai! said that under the Acts the 
enrolment of individual pupils in technical 
schools and classes had risen from 18,026 in 
1922-23 to 23,500 in 1929-30—an increase ot 
over thirty per cent. 

In a comparison of the administrative 
svsiems of Antrim, Derry, and Tyrone, with 
their Regional Education Committees, and 
Armagh, Down, and Fermanagh, each «f 
which has one education committee for the 
whole county, Mr. Quail said that those 
counties which were divided into small areas 
had certain advantages through being closely 
in touch with the requirements of its peonle., 
and being in a position to deal quickly with 
urgent matters, but difficulties had become 
apparent in their organisation, such as lack 
of uniformity in policy, overlapping of 
functions, and parochéalism of outlook, 

On the other hand, in counties where an 
education committee had control over the 
whole area, it had been possible to unifv the 
general policy without losing the local 1n. 
terest. which was necessarv. <A _ county 
education committee could, and did, estab- 
lish local sub-committees, with fairly compre- 
hensive powers and duties.

CONFERENCE, 


NEW PRESIDENT ELECTED, 
—-—-é-  — 


Frou OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 

At the Representative Session of the 
Methodist Conference in Carlisle Memorial 
Hall, Belfast, this morning, the Rev. F. E. 
Harte, M.A., University Road Church, Bel- 
fast, was elected President of the Methodist 
Church in Ireland for the coming year, 

The new President is a son of the late 
Rev. Edward Harte, and has spent twenty- 
three and a half years of his thirty-six in 
the ministry on Belfast Circuits. He was 
educated at Wesley College, Dublin, and, 
alter acceptance for the ministry, spent a 
full term at Methodist College as a _ theo- 
logical student under the late Rev. Oliver 
McCutcheon, D.D.; subsequently he 
graduated B.A. in the old Royal University 
of Ireland, and later he took the M.A. 
degree of Queen’s University in mental and 
moral science. He has been Ministerial 
Treasurer of the Chapel Fund for about 
twenty years. He is also Secretary of the 
Board of Governors of Methodist College, 
and was first a junior and later a senior 
representative to the British Conference at 
Plymouth. 


PRESIDENT'S THANKS, 

Returning thanks to the conference for his 
election, the President said that, if loyalty 
to the doctrines end discipline of the 
Methodist Church constituted any qualifica- 
tion, so far he was qualified. Whatever might 
go to pieces in his hands, their doctrines were 
safe. 

He hoped during his year of office to take 
advantage of the accumulated wisdom of 
his predecessors. He had the honour to be 
the representative in that Conference of a 
little band of men from the town of Ban- 
don, Co. Cork, that aspired to be preachers. 
They took the work of the ministry 
seriously. Having no seminary in which to 
read they formed a seminary of their own, 
and read deeply in theology and practised 
the art of public speech. They were care- 
ful not evenly as to the manner in which they 
expressed themselves, but were determined 
that there’ should be nothing slipshod or 
uncouth. All became useful and acceptable 
Methodist preachers, and some of them were 


' 
ayer for whom the people clamoured, 


e felt that morning that if the talents of 
some of these men, by the grace of God, 
could come to him for this one brief year, 
and then sustained by God’s power and their 
prayers, perhaps he could be a President. 

The Rev. R. Lee Cole, M.A., B.D., was 
re-elected secretary. The senior assistant 
secretary (Rev. C. H. Crookshank), editorial 
secretary (Rev. J. N. Spence), journal secre- 
tary (Rev. W. L. Notthridge, M.A., Ph.D.), 
wereallre-lected. The Revs. R. M. L. Waugh, 
M.A., B.D., J. England and Mr. H. 0. 
Campbell were appointed letter-writers 

The Rev. John N. Spence presented the 
statistics of membership. The adult roll 
showed an increase. The Fev. B. S. Lyons 
stands at 30,087. This is the first decrease 
for many years. The junior membership 
showed an increase. Rev. B. §. Lyons 
gave the statistics of young people’s organi- 
sations, and the Rev. R. Maxwell the report on 
local preachers, The figure totals 593, of 
which 477 are active workers. 


CENSORSHIP OF FILMS. 

The following resolution was proposed by 
the Rev. W. H. Smyth M.A. :—*' The Con- 
ference recognises that the cinema is a 
potent factor for good or evil, and desires 
that it may minister to the social and moral 
well-being of the people. It views with alarm 
the demoralising character of some films, 
especially in their influence upon children 
and young people,. and calls upon the 
authorities which license and control all films 
to take steps that objectionable films may 
not be exhibited.” 

The Rev. B. S. Lyons seconded the motion, 
which was passed unanimously. 

The conversation on the Work of God, 
with which was combined the Conference 
Intercessory Service, was then held. The 
Vice-president, the Rev. William Moore, gave 
an encoureging review of the things he had 
seen during his visits to the circuits during 
the year. 

The Rev. Randall C. Phillips declared that 
in the Ceunty Cork their work had not 
only been maintained, but increased. 


OPPORTUNITY IN IRELAND. 
The Rev. John O. Park, B.D., said the

At Dundalk District Court to-day Peter 
Woods, Piedmond, a member of the Louth 
Council, was summoned by John Cumiskey, 


| of Killen, for alleged assaylt by presenting a 


gun at him within range and spitting in his 
face. 

Mr. John B, Hamill, solicitor, said that 
the case arose out of the recent land flooding, 
and the serious part of it was that Woods 
had made threats with a gun, While 
Cumiskey was trying to get the water out 
of his land Woods, instead of assisting the 
unfortunate man, told him that if he did 
not cease that work he would shoot him. 
Woods said: '' Better say your prayers; you 
have ten minutes to live,’ and went to his 
house and produced a double-barrelled shot- 
gun. He put the young man against the 
wall, showed him the cartridges in the gun 
and threatened to shoot him. 

“GOING TO SHOOT YOU.” 

Cumiskey said that while he was trying 
to drain his land Woods came along and 
witness toid him that some of the water 
causing the flooding came from his land. 
Woods called him a liar, a rogue and an 
impudent pup. Witness had been using a 
shovel, and when he left this down Woods 
grabbed the shovel and hit him on the head 
with it. Woods then spat in his face, and 
said that if witness hit him he would have 
him arrested. Woods kept on abusing 
witness and his brother, and then said: 
““ Bear in mind, I am going to shoot you.” 
Witness told him to be careful about the 
shooting. Ten minutes later Woods re- 
turned with a double-barrelled shot-gun and 
told witness to say his prayers. Then 
Woods bent on his right knee and presented 
the gun. As witness walked away with the 
cart, Woods said: “If I don’t shoot you to- 
day I will do it to-morrow.” 

In cross-examination by Mr. Russell, the 
witness denied that he had knocked down 
Woods's fence before, or that he was en- 
gaged in doing damage on his lands that 
day. On two previous occasions Woods had 
pointed a gun at him. 

JUSTICE’S WARNING. 

District Justice Goff said he would not 
hear the case further, as he might be usurp- 
ing the functions of another court. 
a serious matter, and he proposed to ad- 
journ the case, so that the Superintendent 
of the Guards might get informations made, 
and have proceedings taken.

New Orange Hall In 
Co. Cavan. 


Mr. Cole, T.D., Replies To 
Mr. Blythe.

Speaking at a large Orange demonstration 
at Ardmore, Bailieborough, Co. Cavan, to 
celebrate the opening of a new Orange Hall, 
Mr. J. J. Cole, T.D., said that in 1920 
and 1921 a great many people thought that 
there would be no more Orange Lodges— 
that Orangeism was a thing of the past, but 
tha. great meeting showed that things were 
otherwise. That meeting was an answer to 
Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, who said 
in Monaghan that if the minority did not 
like to conform to the wishes of the majority 
in twenty years the minority would be ex- 
terminated out of the country altogether. 
‘That meeting was a reply to that state- 
ment, and, instead of decreasing, they were 
increasing, and their ranks were strengthen 
ing in the country. 

Proceeding, the speaker said that he was 
in favour of the movement for the reunion 
of the Protestant Churches. He thought it 
was a terrible thing to see so many sparsely 
filled churches, and two or three of nm in 
the one town. He complained that a great 
many of their churches were vacant, while 
their people were out playing golf and 
tennis. 

THE LANGUAGE QUESTION. 

Referring to the Irish language, 
he said that the language as pushed for- 
ward by the Government, had been a total 
failure. The Government were not so 
anxious to push it forward as they were 
some time ago, although they were trying 
to keep it up, and give only positions to 
those who could speak the Trish language. 
Even that was going to he a failure. 

Some of the ‘‘die-hards”’ in the country 
were very much opposed to the Independents 
in the Dail because they did not oppose the 
Irish Janguage better than they did. “We 
sat low,”’ seid Mr. Cole, ‘“‘hecause if we 
objected to it, it would be said that it was 
only Protestants who were opposed to it, and 
we knew that in time the Roman Catholics 
would become tired of it. The Roman 
Catholics are to-day more tired of it and 
more sick of it than the Protestants are.” A 

riest who had been on a visit to Bundoran 
had said, “I England had robbed this 
country of more millions than she is supposed 
to have done, it was worth it all, for she grve 
us the English language.”

The sale of the factory plant, machinery, 
fittings, and stores of Irish Fresh Meat, Ltd., 
in liquidation, at Drogheda, known as the 
Drogheda Meat Factory, will take place on 
the premises on Tuesday next, 23rd _ inst., 
and the premises will be sold at a later date. 

Realising that this piece-meal sale of this 
valuaLle factory would be a great loss to 
Drogheda, a deputation from the Drogheda 
~hamber of Commerce, comprising Mr. B. E. 
Allen, President of the Chamber; Mr. Ed. 
McArdle, and Mr. Robert Webster, past 
Presidents, waited on the Minister for Indus- 
try and Commerce, Mr. P. MeGilligan, at 
(Government Buildings to-day, in an effort to 
prevent the breaking up of the plant and 
premises, 

The case made by the deputation was con- 
tained in a letter which was addressed to 
the Minister by the Drogheda Chamber of 
Commerce, and which stated — 

“The object for which we sought this in- 
terview with you ts to consider the position 
of the premises known as the Irish Packing 
Company, now in the hands of Mr. 
Crowley, as Liquidator of Irish Fresh Meat, 
Ltd. As citizens of Drogheda and as busi- 
ness men, we feel it our duty to come 
before you to discuss with you the retention 
of these premises in the hands of the De- 
partment of Agriculture or somebody for the 
purpose of a silaughter-house and export 
centre in the event of an outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease. 

“We are not concerned in the premises 
known as the West Gate Mills. A sale of 
these is very desirable, and we hope that 
such will take place. The same _ remark 
applies to the house property. 

“I, must be admitted that should a sale 
take place, and a reasonable sum be realised 
with the hope of starting a new industry, 
that question would assume at once a different 
aspect from our point of view. To dismantle 
that factory and dispose of the machinery at 
a great sacrifice is a matter that requires great 
consideration. 

The deputation was introduced by Mr, 
Seamus Murphy, T.D. for Lowth. Mr. Hogan, 
Minister for Agriculture, was also present, 

The proceedings were private, and no 
official statement was issued as to the attitude 
of the Minister.

PARIS, Thursday. 

A hot debate surged round every aspect 
of the French naval building programme 
in the Chamber this afternoon. some 
‘speakers suppor ing the old cry of 
‘Abolish capital ships and build more 
submarines,’ and others urging the con- 
struction of larger vessels as a counter- 
blast to the German Deutschland. 

M. Paul Boncour, the famous disarma- 
ment expert, reminded his hearers that. 
under the Treaty of Locarno, France could 
rely on the support of Britain—whose 
friendship was still the corner-stone of 
French policy—were she the victim of an 
unprovoked attack, and that consequently 
she had no need for extensive armaments. 

“ A step backwards,’’ was M. Boncour’s 
description of the provision for a 23,000- 
ton armoured cruiser. It recalléd, he 
said, the tragic adventure of the Dar- 
danelles, where the Allies were baulked by 
their losses in capital ships. That was 
why the French naval authorities had 
opted for light units. He admitted that 
the new German cruiser Deutschland was 
an important factor, but suggested that 
French naval engineers might apply their 
eemrences towards finding some way of 
holding th: balance. The appearance on 
the scene of the German cruiser ought not 
to change the French naval policy. 


THE ITALIAN FACTOR. 

He considered that the building of so 
bic a cruiser was also a mistake with 
regard to Italy. The two countries should 
reach an agreement concerning the limita- 
tion of heavy tonnage.

The credit of 193,000,000 francs for a 
scout, one transport and four escort ships 
was voted without any alteration. 

Thus..the capital point of this year’s 
naval building programme—the new big 
capital ship—is still in suspense, as until 
the credits are voted and the tonnage 
fixed no move can be made for placing the 
contract, or otherwise making prepara- 
tions for its construction.

' DUBLIN MARKET 

At the Dublin Cattle Market yesterday, 
although stock had been held back on the 
advice of salesmen, supplies were more 
than adequate for local requirements. The 
embargo happens just at a time when 
stock-owners were beginning to feel more 
hopeful because of the improvement in 
trade. The temporary stoppage wil] par- 
ticularly affect the trade in forward stores, 
but may be even more serious in the case 
of fat lambs, which decline in value 
rapidly. 

During the first week in June over 
17,000 Jambs were shipped from ports in 
the Irish Free State, and, taking these 
animals at £2 per head, the loss of 
£34,000 for one week, caused by a stoppage 
of trade, is very considerable. 

Irish cattle exports at this time of year 
average about 10,000 head per week, and, 
if the embargo lasts for a week only, at 
least £180,000 may be lost to the country. 

The numbers of fat cattle and sheep on 
offer in Dublin yesterday showed a decrease 
of 300 and of 3,996 respectively as com- 
pared with last week’s market. The local 
inquiry was very fair for suitable medium 
weight bullocks and heifers, and values 
were, of course, easier in the circum- 
stances. There was a total collapse of 
export trade, and a large number were 
returned unsold. The demand for cows 
was very slow, probably because so many 
good lots of other cattle were available, 
and prices lower. Young handy-weight 
animals were the only classes supported, 
all other grades being neglected. 

There was a big drop in the number of 
sheep exhibited, and the loca] demand was 
sufficient to take almost the whole supply, 
values showing only a slight reduction on 
last week's figures. The lamb trade was. 
of course, very badly hit, and the bulk of 
the supply remained unsold, —. 

Apart from a small Jocal inquiry there 
was no demand.

POTATO BLIGHT 
SPREADING. 


GRAVE. SITUATION. 


From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Fresh outbreaks of potato blight have 
been reported to the Department of Agri- 
culture in Dublin from Cork, Limerick. 
Clare, Roscommon, Mayo and Dublin. 
Though no more than fifteen counties are 
affected, these new outbreaks show that 
the disease is spreading, and that main 
crop as well as early potatoes are 
threatened with destruction.. 

The Department of Agriculture view the 
position with considerable anxiety, and in 
a broadcast from 2RN last night impressed 
upon farmers the necessity of spraying 
their crops immediately. Existing weather 
conditions are particularly favourable to 
the rapid spread of the disease, and unless 
energetic measures are taken without 
delay there is grave reason to fear the loss 
of the crop. 

Growers should not hesitate to spray 
even if their crops are not fully grown, as 
an attack in the early stages of growth 
may be very serious. The second spraying 
should take place within from two to three 
weeks of the first application. It is of the 
greatest importance that the spraying 
mixture should be properly prepared.

THE COAEF{ELDS 
DANGER. 


In a leading article, The Times observes : 
There is again a grave industrial danger in 
the coalfiells. A general stoppage of the 
mines for want of egreement on the condi- 
tions of employment after July 8, when the 
Act suspending the seven-hour day will lapse, 
would be an unspeakable folly, but it is by 
no means impossible. Negotiations, indeed, 
have begun, but they have not gone far, and 
up to now they have not produced the germ 
of a settlement. 

Great difficulties have to be overcome. The 
industry has not yet adjusted itself to the 
seven and a half hour day, which has been 
the limit of the legal period of work since 
last December, and if it has to adjust itself 
to a seven-hour day three weeks hence, there 
will almost certainly be a strike, because the 
miners will not accept the wages which the 
owners can offer. Owners and miners have 
each a strong argument to use, and such a 
powerful threat to make, that there is a 
great liability to deadlock. 

“ KEEPING THE RING.” 

The Government. who are closely con- 
cerned as the castodians of the public wel- 
fare, and as the controllers of legislative 
policy,:are content. for the present at least, 
‘to keep the ring ” and to wait upon events. 
In the absence of amending legislation, the 
seven-hour day will return next month. ‘The 
Government have let it be known that they 
will’ not introduce amending legislation 
unless it is to give the necessary sanction to 
an agreement between the owners and the 
miners. Mr. Cook, the Secretary of the 
Miners’ Federation, is, therefore, entitled 
to say with strict accuracy that the Govern- 
ment will not vary the law to interfere with 
the réturn of the seven-hour day, except at 
the request of the Federation. 

Negotiations that are in progress are on the 
price of a seven and a half hour day, and not 
on the price of a seven-hour day. The 
Miners’ Executive Committee has not com- 
mitted itself to any policy by entering into 
discussions with the mine-owners, and it can 
truthfully sav that it 1s not bartering away 
without authority a single letter of the 
miners’ rights. 

NEXT WEEK'S CONFERENCE. 

A policy will not be shaped before the 
meeting of the delegate conference next 
Tuesday. To that conference the miners’ 
leaders expect to take definite proposals by 
the mine-owners collectively for the con- 
tinuance of the seven and a half hour day. 
In effect, the owners are about to make a 
hid for. a seven and a half hour day by

At one time the Minister seemed to have 
introduced an algebraic element into the 
game. He talked about A, B and C, who 
were members of a County Council in one 
capacity, and D, who was a member in 
some other capacity, and a sinister figure 
whom he labelled X, who, it appeared, 
was one of those terrible Commissioner 
fellows who go around supplanting County 
Councils and other public bodies, whose 
only fault is good-natured inefficiency. 


LIKE A CHARADE. 


Labour and Fianna Fail had great fun 
with A, B, C, D and X. ‘They heckled 
Mr. Mulcahy with zest, and Mr. Mulcahy 
replied to them with meticulous care. 

It seemed quite a good game, which was 
thoroughly enjoyed by all participating in 
it, with the possible exception of the 
Minister, and the casual visitor must 
have received a nasty jar when it dawned 
upon him that he was really listening to 
the discussion of the Local Government 
Bill in Committee.

“BE DECENT!” 


Mr. Reynolds ‘‘ registered ” despair, 
as they say in film circles. Then he bent 
over the seat in front of him and, regard- 
less of rules, implored the Minister in a 
very loud whisper, ‘‘Go on! Be decent. 
Accept it.” 

The unusual method of approach so 
tickled Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney that he 
was unable to reply, but Mr. Reynolds, 
beamed on the House and announced, 
“ It's all right; it’s accepted.’’ 

The Ministered recovered from his 
laughter in time to indicate that it was 
not accepted, and the Speaker put the 
question to the House.

| BATON CHARGES 
IN DUBLIN. 


LIVELY SCENES NEAR 
MOUNTJOY.

FOUR ARRESTS FOLLOW 
SCUFFLE WITH GUARDS.

OLLOWING a mass meeting held under 
the auspices,of the Cumann na mBan 
at Cathal Scnahe street, Dublin, with 
the object of demanding “ political. treat- 
ment for the Republican political prisoners 
in all the jails of Ireland,’’ a series of 
baton charges by the Civic Guard took 
lace in. the vicinity of Mountjoy Jail 
ast night. 

Several of the Guards and members of 
the assembly suffered minor injuries, and 
one Guard got a very bad wound in the 
mouth from a bottle which was thrown at 
him, and four men were arrested and taken 
to Mountjoy Police Station. They were 
afterwards removed to the Bridewell. 


THE MEETING. 


There was a crowd of about two hundred 
le when the meeting began at about 
5 i p.m. in Cathal Brugha street. It 
included a brass and band; the 
Cumann na mBan women’s organisation 
in uniform, and about sixteen other 
women carrying posters on which were 
inscribed protests, such as “ Political 
prisoners kept in solitary confinement, 
without exercise, in Mountjoy for thirteen 
months,” and “ Political prisoners put in 
straight jackets,” and other references 
about Sean McGuinness and M. Mooney 
being on hunger-strike in Mountjoy Jail. 
There was a force of about twenty Civic 
Guards, under Superintendent O’Connell, 
at the meeting, and everything went off in 
a quiet and orderly manner. e speakers 
who addressed the assembly were Mr. Frank 
Ryan, editor of An Phoblacht; Mr. 
Alexander Lynn, B.L., Mr. Michael Fitz- 
patrick, and Mr. Seamus Mitchell. At 
about 8.40 p.m. it was announced that the 
assembly woyld then march to Mountjoy 


Jail. 
THE MARCH. 

The gathering had increased to about 
five hundred people, and as the procession 
walked up O'Connell street, Parnell 
square and Berkeley road, with the band 
playing, it was joined by people from 
every side street, and all traffic was 
brought to a stand-still. 

In the meantime Superintendent 
O'Connell, realising that there might be 
trouble, went immediately away from the 
throng to the Mountjoy police station. 
All the available plain clothed an“ 
uniformed Guards were turned out and the 
Detective headquarters at Dublin Castle, 
and nearly all the Civic Guard stations 
in the city were asked to send men to the 
Mountjoy area. 

On reaching the junction of Berkeley 
road and the North Circular road the 
leaders of the procession were surprised 
to see a line of about twenty-four Guards 
stretched across the side of the North 
Circular road, which leads to Mountjoy 
Jail, and barring their advance. 

There was a dramatic moment when 
Superintendent O'Connell stepped out in 
front of the procession, which had now 
increased to about fifteen hundred people, 
and told the leaders that. they must not 
approach any further towards the jail. 
There were some differences of opinion 
among the leaders of the pro- 
cession, some wanting to remain where 
they had been stopped, and others wanted 
to pass the barrier. A motor van came 
along at a critical moment. The driver 
wanted to pass the police barrier, and .; 
was with some difficulty that Superinten- 
dent O'Connell had the van turned in 
another direction. 


TRAFFIC -STOPPED. 

All traffic on the road was now stopped 
completely, and there was a collection of 
about fifty tramcars and other vehicles, 
which were utilised as a coign of vantage 
by members of the assembly and several 
hundred spectators. 

The horse had now been taken out of 
the van which carried the principal 
speakers, and several of the. leaders got 
into the shafts and began to draw the van 
in the direction of the guards. They were 
stopped »bout five yards from the barrier, 
and the van was then occupied. The police 
by this time had told the assembly that 
they constituted an illegal gathering. This 
raised a storm of protest, and all the 
leaders were arguing at the same time 
with the police as to whether they had 
met for an illegal purpose or not. 


A WARNING. 


Superintendent O’Connell then informed 
the leaders that if they began to deliver 
speeches they would be taken from the 
van. The warning was not heeded and the 
assembly became very angry. Mr. Seamus 
Mitchell began to address the gathering 
and immediately Civic Guards tried to get 
him off the cart. As soon as the police, who 
had been very patient, began to take 
action, somebody threw a bottle, which 
struck a Civic Guard on the mouth. He 
bled freely. 

Several missiles were then thrown, and 
the air soon became thick with chairs and 
stools from the van, stones, bottles and 
the posters which had been carried by the 
women. The police had now drawn their 
batons and began to disperse the gather- 
ing by phvsical force, after yerbal 
persuasion had failed. 

There were several baton charges and 
counter-attacks by the mob, and the 
women were in the thick of the fray. 

Many curious missiles. including a 
bicycle, were thrown at Superintendent 
O’Connell’s head, but he managed to 
dodge them. A bicycle ‘wheel struck a 
Civic Guard on the head, injuring him 
only slightly. 

The four men who were arrested were 
Messrs. Frank Rvan, David O’Moore, 
John Dunne, and Joseph Conlan. 

The band moved away. shortly after the 
police drew their batons and took most of 
the assemblv back to the city. 


PRIVATE BILL LEGIS- 
LATION. 


The Joint Committee for the revision of 
Standing Orders in relation to private bills 
held its first meeting at Leinster House yes- 
terday. The members of the Committee are— 
Senators Brown, Comyn, Douglas, Farren, 
Hooper, Johnston and O'Hanlon, and 
Deputies Bennett, Fahy, Finlay, Law, Little, 
Morrissey and Thrift. 

The existing Standing Orders have been 
in existence. since the Oireachtas was estab- 
lished, and on the whole are regarded as 
being much simpler than those in operation 
at Westminster. They have, generally speak- 
ing, worked satisfactorily, but experience has 
shown that in certain aspects they need 
revision. This is the work upon which the 
Committee is now engaged. It will meet 
again next week.

UNION’S COUNTER-CLAIMS. 


Against these claims the National Union 
of Railwaymen applied for a minimum 
rate of not less than £3 per week for adult 
grades; that the rates of pay of juniors 
be increased in accordance with a definite 
scale; that in respect to any grades work- 
ing more than eight hours per day, or 
forty-eight hours per week, their hours of 
duty be brought down to such number of 
hours per day or per week ; that the guar- 
anteed day and week shall apply ; that the 
annual holiday of all stafís not in receipt 
of twelve days or more, with pay, shall be 
brought up to twelve days, and that the 
post of hybrid grade be abolished. 

The applications of both parties formed 
the subject of discussion at meetings of 
the Railways Negotiation Committee, 
which is part of the machinery for negotia- 
tion, and is comprised of representatives 
of the companies and the unions. At the 
committee meeting a provisional agree- 
ment, substantially the same as the decision 
of the Wages Board, was reached. It was 
at first thought that that agreement would 
be acceptable to ‘all parties; but, though 
the Amalgamated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen and the Railway 
Clerks’ Association agreed to accept it, 
the National Union of Railwaymen, by a 
small majority, turned it down. The 
result was that the whole dispute was 
referred to the Irish Railway Wages 
Board, which sat in Dublin under Mr 
Justice Wvlie, on June 8th.

British 
Ministers’ 
Berlin Visit.

The British Foreign Office made the 
following announcement last night:— 
‘The Prime Minister and Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs have accepted 
the invitation of the German Chancellor 
“and Herr Curtius to visit Berlin on 
Friday, July 17th.’’ 

The first announcement that Mr. Mac- 
donald and Mr. Henderson had accepted 
the invitation to pay a visit to Germany 
was made following the recent conference 
at Chequers between members of the 
Government and Dr. Briining and Herr 
Curtius. A few days later the Prime 
Minister stated in the House of Commons 
that the Government had the greatest 
pleasure in accepting the invitation, but 
that no date had been fixed. 

The greatest secrecy was observed at the 
Chequers conference, and the only official 
statement issued merely indicated that a 
‘‘friendly talk’’ had taken place regard- 
ing the position of Germany and other 
industrial States. 

“The British Ministers,’’ the com 
muniqué added, ‘‘for their part called 
attention to the world-wide character of 
the present depression and its special in- 
fluence on their own country.’’ 


GRATIFICATION IN BERLIN. 
From RE-UTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 


The news that Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
and Mr. Henderson are coming to Berlin 
on July 17th has come as a pleasant sur- 
prise to political circles here, where it 
was generally believed that the return 
visit would not take place before the 
autumn.

AN APPEAL TO IRISH ARCHITECTS’ 


—__4+—— 


Sir Banister Fletcher, in the course of his 
inaugural address, expressed the indebtedness 
of the Council to the Royal Institute of the 
Architects of Ireland for inviting the Con- 
ference to Dublin. They came primarily as 
architects to Dublin, because it was a treasure 
house of fine architecture. In Scotland 
recently he expressed the _ at their annual 
convention that, whatever else they did, they 
would have the courage to remain Scottish. 
He would make the same appeal to the archi- 
tects in Ireland. He would appeal to them 
never to lose those special qualities that they 
associated particularly with Dublin. 

Continuing, the President said—The reputa- 
tion of this Beautiful capital city for its noble 
and historic buildings, its spacious and well- 
planned streets, its beautiful open spaces and 
parks, is world-wide. There is, perhaps, more 
of the glory of the eighteenth century here 
than in any other great city of Europe. We 
live in days of revolutionary change so far as 
design is concerned, but I cannot help hoping 
that your School of Architecture, under my 
friend, Professor Butler, will never lose its 
touch with the past, and will always strive to 
carry forward in its progress something of the 
feeling and of the spirit that inspired the 
designers of the buildings thet have made 
Dublin famous. 


GREAT OPPORTUNITIES. 


Stockholm and Amsterdam and Washing- 
ton are beautiful cities, and their architects 
are adding interest and beauty to them every 
year. But we shall not achieve great archi- 
tecture if we merely try to turn out imita- 
tions of those places. Dublin can supply all 
the inspiration that its young men need for a 
century to come, am not, of course, ad- 
vising them merely to copy the old work, but 
to steen themselves in the history and tradi- 
tions of their surroundings so that their own 
designs, however modern they may be, will 
at the same time harmonise and not clash 
with their surroundings. 

Here in the Irish Free State you have many 
tasks and great opportunities in front of 
you. The whole field of town and country 
planning lies open to you. You have the 
advantage of being able to learn from the 
achievements of Europe and to benefit by 
the mistakes that we have made in England. 
Compared with our own countryside, yours 
is still almost unspoilt; your cities have not 
grown so fast as to outstrip all rational 
planning; your streets are not yet hopelessly 
congested by motor traflic. But I do not 
think you have any time to lose, and this 
country would, in my opinion, be wise to see 
that at the earliest possible date it gets on its 
Statute Book the Má and most up-to-date 
Town and Country Planning Act that can 
be devised. You architects must supply much 
of the driving force in passing poh legisla- 
tion, and when it is achieved you must fur- 
nish much of the knowledge and ability that 
og; be needed if the best use is to be made 
oi it. 


A REGISTRATION ACT. 


In Britain we are just succeeding, after 
a very long struggle, in passing the Archi- | 
tects’ Registration Act. It is not the strong 
measure which, ideally, we should like to 
see on the Statute Book, but it is the best 
that can be attained in existing circum- 
stances, and in the present state of public 
opinion, It is for us to work it in such a 
way that public opinion in general, and 
Parliamentary opinion in particular, will 
eventually be satisfied that greater powers 
can safely be entrusted to us, not in our own 
selfish interests, but in the best interests of 
the community as a whole. 

I hope it will not be long before you, 
too, have a Registration Act in the Free 
State. You have the example of the United 
States, of Australia, Canada, New Zealand 
and South Africa to encourage you. You 
have the principle accepted in one form or 
another in almost every civilised country in 
the world. I do not see why you should not 
get a much better Act than ours, for the 

ifficulties in your way are far less than 
those which we have had to surmount. 
Registration and education go hand in hand; 
it has been so with us, and I am satisfied 
that it must be so with you. 

You have in your university here a 
rapidly developing and improving school of 
architecture, under the guidance of our 
friend, Professor Butler, and, with that 
example to inspire you, there is no reason 
why the oho standard of architectural 
education should not “be continuously raised 
throughout the whole country. It is not 
a matter of wealth and great population 
Denmark, den and Norway are not 
wealthy or populous countries, but the 
imagination and courage of their architects, 
backed by an enlightened public opinion, 
have made them pioneers of fine architecture, 
which is admired all over the world.

ANCTENT AND MEDIAEVAL. 


Professor R. M. Butler read a paper on 
** Ancient and Medieval Irish Architecture.’’ 
Ireland, he said, was particularly rich in 
ear! remains, both pre-Christian and 
Christian, which, with the Romanesque, 
might be studied here with special facility. 
Although we could not boast of great and 
monumental remains on the scale of those 
of England and France, it was a fact, if 
all archwological and architectural] objects 
were taken into account, that there were, to 
the square mile, relatively more than in 
Great Britain. The beginnings of Irish 
architecture were lost in the antiquity of pre- 
historic times—dolmens, raths, and such 
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extraordinary forts as the amazing Dun 
ZEngus on Aran Island. The earliest Christian 
remains were probably the circular beehive 
cells, which were not truly arched domes. 
They had their prototypes in the Coptic 
monastic settlements of Egypt. 

Professor Butler traced the development of 
Irish architecture down to the churches with 
features of ornamental character which had 
Leen called Hiberno-Romanesque style, which 
had its full development in the splendid door- 
way at Clonfert and the remarkable group 
of remains on thp Rock of Cashel, with the 
curious and perfect Cormac’s Chapel there. In 
Christ Church, Dublin, they had an example 
of the purely Anglo-Norman Romanesque. 
In the pre-Norman art of Ireland there was 
a remarkable development, and a high level 
attained in the sculptured ornament, the orna- 
ment of the illuminated manuscripts, the 
metal work, and especially in the splendid 
series of high crosses, almost peculiar to Ire- 
land—at least, in regard to their great num- 
ber and the degree of skill attained in the 
carving. Then there were the Round Towers, 
of a number and type not found elsewhere. 
Of the high crosses. the delegates would see 
examples at Monasterboice; and of the Round 
Towers at Glendalough and Kildare. At 
Glendalough they would find many interesting 
remains of the typically Irish-Romanesque, 
and could contrast them with Anglo-Norman 
at Christ Church. 


A LIVING IRISH STYLE, 

Gothic was probably established in Ireland 
in the second half of the 13th century, and, 
although the work had less individuality than 
the preceding style, it was nevertheless a 
living Irish style, with definite «haracteristics 
of its own. Although the churches gradually 
grew in size, we had no great abbey or 
cathedral churches such as there were in Eng- 
land. In Dublin there were the two Cathedrals 
of St. Patrick and Christ Church. We had 
in Dublin no example of native Irish Gothic 
with which to contrast these buildings. For 
this they must visit such a church as 
Jerpoint Abbey, Kilkenny. Remains of 
medieval work in Dublin included the 
Chapter House of St. Mary's Abbey, now 
a store, and the ruins of Portlester Chapel 
at St. Audoen’s Church. It was iat the 
Chap-er House of St. Mary's that the rebel- 
lion of *‘Silken Thomas,’’ son of the Earl 
of Kildare, began so dramatically. 

The development of Gothic architecture in 
Ireland into a real national style coincided 
with a period of decline in English power in 
Ireland, all during the latter end of the 
14th century. It was at that period that 
it took on very distinctive forms of ite 
own, influenced not at all, or very little, 
from England, but much more so from 
Southern Europe, and particularly from 
Spain and Portugal... Ireland had at that 
time much intercourse with these countriés, 
and with Italy and France. The chapels 
of the period were numerous, and the finegt 
was the abhey of Holy Cross, County Tippe- 
rary. They would also see the Franciscan 
Abbey at Adare. The town of Galway was 
full of bits of almost Spanish detail. 

The secular medieval architecture of Tre- 
land mainly consisted: of the fortified Nor- 
man and other castles dotted all over the 
country, 


GEORGIAN DUBLIN. 


THE DISAPPEARING GABLES 


Mr. Caulfield Orpen, in the course of an 
address on Georgian Dublin, said that the 
Dublin of his boyhood was vastly changed, 
though up to a few years ago there were many 
examples of old gabled houses in their streets 
—** Dutch Billies,’’ as they were called. The 
architectural period of which he spoke was 
displayed by their fine squares and residences, 
the houses of the nobility of that day. They 
would see for themselves Leinster House, now 
the seat of Government of the Saorstat; 
Powerscourt House in William street, Charle- 
mont House, about to be transferred into a 
Dublin museum and home for the pictures 
and sculpture now temporarily housed in the 
Harcourt Street Municipal Gallery. Here 
they would find accommodation for the Lane 
marg now in the National Gallery in 

ndon. 

Much of the dignity as a city claimed for 
Dublin was owing to the vision of the ‘‘ Wide 
Street Commissioners.’’ To them they owed 
their fine spacious squares. The general plan 
of Dublin remained much the same as it was 
then. They were fortunate, from an 
esthetic point of view, in remaining thus 
practically stationary. The early development 
of the town was westward. It was here they 
used to find examples of the old gabled houses. 
Later, when the river began to be enclosed, 
affording new building land, the development 
turned and tended eastward towards the sea. 
Then came the bridges connecting North and 
South. They had little or no indication of 
domestic buildings earlier than 1710. The 
last Dubiin “ timbered house ” was taken 
down in 1815. A large number of large and 
important Dutch houses, built about 1713, 
were demolished in 1813, the examples remain- 
ing being very few. Their most important 
public buildings were not built till 
near the close of the eighteenth century, 
but residential work was very active all 
through the second half. Social life was 
then at its zenith. That was the period of 
Chippendale and Sheraton, of splendid silver- 
smith work—of glorious chandeliers, of 
Waterford or Cork glass, which the early 
19th century stored away in its dust attics.

nothing that could give him greater pleasure 
than to be called upon to pp this toast. 
He had followed the course of events in this 
city since 1914 in no lukewarm spirit. He 
almost felt more at home in Dublin than he 
did in London. 

Prosperity, he would remind them, was a 
two-edged weapon. He thought they would 
agree with him that the basis on which 
English prosperity in the nineteenth century 
was founded was not the basis on which a 
nation should build its prosperity. An Irish 
writer had said that civilisations were the 
externalisation of the characteristics of 
the race. They were majestic or mean, 
according to the treasure of beauty, imagi- 
nation, will and thought laid up in the 
soul of the people, That was a noble aim 
for prosperity. 

ARCHITECTURAL FAULTS. 

Those who had been going around Dublin 
during the afternoon would agree that if it 
has its faults, the 18th century in this 
country had left behind it some memorial 
of imagination and pr gr They might say 
that the architect of the Customs House 
was not an Irishman. But neither was he 


jan Englishman; be was really of French 


extraction, and the work done by him had 
shown the will of the people of the period 
fin the capital city of Dublin. He agreed 
with the president that there were sugges- 
tions in Dublin architecture that would last 
for a hundred years. These great houses of 
the 18th century were really as modern as 
any buildings that were put up in Germany, 
France, Italy, or Sweden to-day. 

Dublin architecture was full of suggestive 
ideas for the future. He hoped they were 
not going to strive for industrial supremacy 
in Ireland, They were not dependent on 
the fiction of prosperity based on intensive 
industrialism. The great scheme of electri- 
fication in Ireland was on better lines. 
What they wanted was to make the 
ordinary normal human life a little easier, a 
little simpier, less work for the woman in the 
home, electricity in the farms and the villages. 
They did not want to attempt a revolution in 
the life of the people, 

The improvement of the housing conditions 
of the people of the towns was the direction 
from which prosperity would come. They had 
already proceeded to solve the problem of 
their hdepiials, and they might, by the same 
means, be able to deal with the slums. He 
believed the architects were prepared to co- 
operate in the solution of the problem of 
providing plans for suitable houses for the 


people. + 
GOOD-WILL TOKEN. 


Responding to the toast, Chief Justice 
Kennedy said thet it was a particular 

leasure, because a great association, drawing 
its members from all parts of England, and 
representing the cream of their profession, had 
chosen this city for its annual meeting, and 
had come with a good will that was indicated 
in the toazt, to which he had the honour to 
respond. 

“ This toast and this visit are, I feel, and 
every Irish person who has lived through 
these last few years will feel, are filled with a 
spirit for the future to which we are cos 
forward—of reconcilemert and good wi 
between the people of these islands.” 

The place in which they found themselves 
entertaining lrishmen and women that night 
was, he thought, well chosen. Without 
imperilling his reputation, not being an 
architect, he attributed this building to Sir 
Christopher Wren, It was a legacy left to 
them by that school of architects. He did 
not know how far the story of this building, 
and the funds with which it was built, was 
known to them, but in the story of this 
place was a mixture of the ideal and the 
practical—an idealism in unprosperous times 
to produce a beautiful result. 

The building, he said, owed its origin to 
the ability of a famous man, the great Duke 
of Ormond, who was Viceroy in Ireland 
during the reign of Charles IJ. When he 
came over here he found King Charles s 
troops in a state of mutiny because they 
had received no pay for a considerable 
time. He immediately raised a loan, 
paid the soldiers all arrears, and promised to 
pay them regularly in the future. He de- 
ducted, however, from every pound they re- 
ceived a sum of twelve pence as a contribu- 
tion towards paying off the loan by which 
their arrears had been paid. — 

Havigg got his army into this very useful 
frame of mind, of submissively parting with 
twelve pence in the pound, as soon as the loan 
had been discharged he thought it a pity 
to bring such a good system to an end, and, 
as a great favour to the soldiery, he reduced 
the contribution to sixpence in the pound, 
thus accumulating a tund out of which this 
building was constructed. It cost about 
£24,000, and that excellent combination of the 
ideal and the practical produced this work. 

“The world knows only too well,” con- 
tinued Mr. Kennedy, “that prosperity does 
not consist of wealth or industrial supremacy 
alone, or in collecting the world’s gold supply, 
and in this country we are more conscious of 
that than elsewhere. We have always been 
marked by an ease cf mind and an 
ligious, spiritual outlook. The ideals warcly] 
ease of life more associated with a religious, 
spiritual outlook. The ideals which emanate 
our people now, and which we hope to live 
up to in the future are ideals of reconcilia- 
tion with those who wefe at war, and of 
bringing together in a new and common life 
in this country the elements which had not 
much in common, and of building upon that 
an ideal people living an ideal life, not 
material, but sufficiently prosperous to enjoy 
a age é mentality and to cultivate idea]s.'”' 

ir Banister Fletcher, responding to the 
toast of ‘“‘The Royal Institute of British 
Architects,” proposed by Mr. F. G. Hicks, 
said that this was probably the last time he 
would have the honour of rising as President 
to respond to that toast. The Royal Insti- 
tute was a federal republic of architectural 
societies—they were not less than 98 in num- 
ber, established in every corner of their great 
Commonwealth. It was a free union, and 
nobody governed anybody else. They were 
freely co-operating together for the advance- 
ment of the art of architecture, and in the 
interests of the architectural profegsion. 

it was not only in the design of public 
and commercial buildings, churches and 
houses that the architect could render service : 
he was called upon to deal with the planning 
and replanning of cities and towns, the 
carrying out of great housing schemes, and 
the sear. of the countryside, with a view 
to the salvation from the ruin which rapid 
development was liable to bring to it.

HE next general. election, the tariff

Mr. Baldwin adhered to his opinion that an 
election could not be very long delayed. “I 
never thoight myself that a crisis was as 
imminent two or three days ago as many 
thought it,” he said. “But we have been told 
in House of Commons, in a burst of 
candour by Mr. Lloyd George, that an elec- 
tion will come when he wants it. roe cent 
If that really were the case, no one wou 
P y—least of all himself—(langhter)— 
ut I think the circumstances will be too 
strong. I think that the country feels we 
must have a change of our economic policy. 
I am watching Ardwick with interest. A 
few more elections like Gateshead and no 
Government can stand up against it. The 
election, when it comes, will probably come 
suddenly, because, if. what Mr. Lloyd George 
said be true, he is apt to take decisions gud- 
(Laughter.) It may well be that at a 
moment when ‘we least expect it we shall enter 
on a big fight. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

asked his constituents to allow 
him to fight the battle of a general election 
up and down the country for the common 
cause, Mr, Baldwin ssid: My chief com- 
plaint against this Government is that they 
are paying no attention to the one thing 
that matters, and that is, the state of trade 
and industry and agriculture in the country 
to-day. They got into power principally on 
the attack they made throughout the indus- 
trial areas on the then position of unemploy- 
ment, that nothing was being done. When 
we went out, the unemployment figures were 
falling substantially: to-day we are a million 
worse. They are not falling in the summer, 
when, if at any time in the year, they do 
fall, and the prospect for the autumn and 
winter is alarming. With the figures at 
two and a half millions in June, ba may 
well see them at three millions by Christmas, 
unless something unforeseen occurs, 


THE ONLY EFFECTIVE WEAPON. 
I believe that the tariff weapon is the 
only one that is effective to preserve the 
work of Englishmen for Englishmen, (Hear, 
hear.) Great as my regard may be for other 
countries, my regard for my own country 
stands first: We want it as a weapon to 
use in the event of goods wang unfairly 
treated in any country, and against 
the unrestrained dumping, which 1s 
beginning in small quantities, and 
under peculiar conditions, from Russia. 
We are going to have it, partly because we 
shall be returned to power and put it into 
force; but I believe, before long, whoever 
comes into power will have it, because the 
whole country is coming to see that the old 
open market in England is disastrous to our

rom not alarmed about the land value tax, 
because I do not believe that tax will ever 
come into existence. If we come in, it cer- 
tainly will not. 

The policy of drift is shown strongly in the 
difficult matter of coal. The sands are running 
out, and within about three weeks soanelens 
has to be settled to avoid trouble in the coal- 
fields. The Government, so far as we know, 
have no plan at all, and are relying entirely 
on an agreement being reached by the mine- 
owners and the men. If they do not reach 
one, we have no idea what the Government 
will do, and I do not believe they have any 
idea themselves. If there is going to be 
trouble or any stoppage, it will be the fault 
of the Government and no one else. I trust 
my fears will be found ultimately to be 
groundless. i | 

The tariff is a very important thing from 
the point of view of the Dominions. The 

articular advantage that our tariff, with pre- 
feoaiies to the Dominions, will give them is 
this. It will draw capital into the Dominions 
for the building of manufacturing plant, and 
it will enable our manufacturers to get 
together with the manufacturers in the 
Dominions, and work out how far the various 
trades like cotton, iron and steel, and woollen 
trades can do a certain amount of their manu- 
facturing on this side of the Atlantic and a 
certain amount on the other side. 


THE WHEAT QUOTA. _. 
The object of the wheat quota, he said, is 
to ensure primarily that a certain proportion 
of the wheat we mill in this country shall be 
home grown. The present amount is some- 
thing like 14 or 15 per cent. only of British 
wheat in our own loaf. I do not suppose 
that figure will ever rise to more than some- 
thing between 20 and 24 per cent. That 
woul use up most of the real wheat-growing 
land in this kingdom. | 


INDIA, 

In dealing with the Indian problem, Mr. 
Baldwin said—India is quite the most difficult 
question we have to deal with in our Empire 
to-day. It is a question which, if not solved, 
might wreck the Empire in the lifetime of 
many here. We must look at it free from 
prejudice. Whether we liked it or not, "e 
continued, we were embarking on a career “f 
democratic progress in the Indian Empire. 
The East, which had been called “the un- 
changing East,” was changing to-day, 
ossibly at a greater rate than the West. 
Phe Conference which is to re-assemble in 
September, he said, will carry on the discus- 
sions more or less at the point where they 
were left in January. They are getting to the 
most difficult part of the work, and recent 
events and the Communal troubles in India 
have not made it easier. It is impossible now 
to say whether the result of that Conferencs 
may be successful or not. 


SAFEGUARDS. 

In regard to safeguards, Mr. Baldwin laid 
stress on four points. There must be 
financial safeguards that the stability of 
credit of India might be maintained; there 
must be safeguards for British trade, safe- 
guards for the maintenance of law and order, 
and safeguards for minorities. The last, he 
said, is in many cases the most difficult, 
especially in the light of the Communal 
troubles in India in the last few months. 
If, as time goes on, it becomes impossible to 
reach a sufficient amount of agreement at 
this Conference, or at a subsequent Confer- 
ence, then, of course, it will be the duty of 
the Government to advise Farliament and to 
frame such legislation as they think fit. But 
the whole question is so difficult in its 
nature, and so fraught with dangerous conse- 
quences in its failure, that it requires the 
very best that we can give in the brains of 
this country, and it requires a calm and 


judicial atmosphere among our own people.

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MR. GUY BRABAZON PILKINGTON.

LAND ANNTITIEFS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—No catch-words are at present more 
attractive to the struggling farmer than pro- 
mises of relief from land annuities, and the 
more oppressive rate-collection. It is well 
to know that, although Mr. de Valera in- 
sists that, if ever he gets into power, he 
will close on the land annuities, he has at 
the same time made it known that the 
farmers must pay up every farthing as at 
present—thus giving them no relief what- 
soever on this question. He says that he 
would apply the money towards de-rating, 
unemployment and for building purposes; 
and, of course, the British Government would 
at once tax our exports of cattle, pigs and 
poultry to the amount of the annuities, to- 
gether with the cost of collection. It would 
be a dear cost for having us branded as 
rogues before the world, and for destroying 
the credit of the country. 

How different it would be if the course 
already begun of relieving rates, even by 
one-third, were improved upon, and if full 
de-rating were given us in the immediate 
future, without any additional taxation. By 
scrapping compulsory Irish we gain for this 
purpose over one million, and a slight tax 
on foreign investments completes the busi- 
ness. Then, by properly approaching the 
British Government—preferably the Conser- 
vative Party—a strong deputation from both 
parties in the Dail should have little diffi- 
culty in arriving at an agreement about the 
land annuities, such as cutting them in two, 
and allowing the coming generation to pay 
its share. It has been put before us as a 
model that the North retains the annuities. 
It first .collects them, as we do} then all 
taxes are pooled and the Services paid, the 
bulanee going to the British Government. 
There is no comparison that can be made 
with us in that way. 

A venérable clergyman, whose disinterested 
advice is known and respected throughout 
the length and breadth of the Free State, 
in giving & friendly warning to farmers and 
ratepayers, advised them to shun party poli- 
tics, to press their claims on the elected 
Dail representatives, and to avoid those who 
put before the country ideals that could 
never be realised.

RARE BIRDS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—l note from your columns that a 
deputation from the lrish Game Protection 
Association has recently waited on the 
Minister for Justice as regards a scheme for 
the destruction of vermin which are detri- 
mental to the preservation of game. ‘The 
position in Ireland at present seems some- 
what incongruous. On one side you have 
the Society for Protection of Birds 
endeavouring to preserve the bird life of 
the country by establishing sanctuaries, and 
making it an offence to destroy many species 
which, no doubt, might be considered destruc- 
tive to game. As regards the raptores, 1 
know that, when any of the rarer hawks 
do make an appearance—usually on migration 
—on any of our game preserves they are at 
once shot by the keepers, and may be seen 
adurning the lodge in a glass-case. My 
experience is that more rare birds are 
destroyed on these gam® preserves than in 
any other way.,.4An outcry was raised last 
year—and rightly” by the shooting of a 
golden eagle in Mayo, and I doubt if any 
keepers have instructions to the contrary 
should they come within range of one of 
these birds. 

In one part of Ireland a similar scheme 
was launched some time ago, with the result 
that a wholesale shooting of birds took place. 
The destruction of vermin supposed to be 
inimical to game is a matter thet should be 
approached from a broad point of view. |] 
would respectfully suggest to the Game Pro- 
tection Society that their first efforts should 
he directed against the larger gulils—far too 
pumerous nowadays—of whose predatory

FIANNA FAIL LAND BILL 
REJECTED.

On the Committee stage of the Town 
Tenants Bill, 1930, in Dail Fireann 
yesterday, an amendment by Mr. 
Lemass (Fianna Fail) to alter from 
forty to five years the period of con- 
tinuous occupancy which entitled a 
tenant to fixity of tenure, was rejected 
by sixty-three votes to forty-three. 


The Minister for Justice declined to accept 
an amendment exempting from the 
benefits of the Act corporate boclies 
not registered under the Companies 
Acts, 1908 to 1924, in Saorstat. 
Eireann, and situate in urban dis- 
tricts, towns or villages, but not in 
county cr other boroughs. The 
Minister opposed the amendment, 
which was rejected. 


Progress was reported, and the debate 
* ‘stood adjourned. 


Mr. Corry (Fianna Fail) asked leave to 
introduce a Land Acts (Amendment) 
Bill, but the measure was described 
by Mr. Roddy, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Department of Lands, as 
‘* ridiculous oad absurd and quite un- 
necessary,” and leave to introduce it 
was refused by sixty-seven votes to 
thirty-nine. 


The Agricultural Produce (Potatoes) Bill 
was given a second reading by agree- 
ment. 

The House also agreed to the motion for 
£4,787 to be applied to the London- 
derry and Lough Swilly Railway.

applied to the Lough Swilly Railway was 
resumed. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) wished to 
know if the Minister could visualise what 
was going to happen to the railway when 
the subsidy period came to an end. That, 
he thought, would be in about two years. 
Would passenzers be carried on the roads in 
Donegal by ‘buses, or had the Minister any 
information of a decision recently taken that 
passenger trains should run periodically ” 
If this were correct, he thought it would be 
against the spirit of the arrangement with 
the Northern Government. He thought that 
during the next two years the Minister 
should set up some Commission to inquire 
into the best method of maintaining a trans- 
ort system in the county. He also would 
ike to know if the money that was to be 
raised from the ratepayers and voted by 
that House was to be used by ‘bus services 
run by the company. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industrv

TOWN TENANTS BILL 
IN COMMITTEE, 


QUESTION OF FIXITY OF 
TENURE.

The Committee stage of the Town ‘Tenants 
Bill, 1930, was resumed on an amendment 
by Mr. Lemass (F.F., Dublin), to the effect 
that the term set out in a section of the 
bill stipulating that a tenant must have forty 
years’ continuous occupation before he 
became entitled to fixity of tenure be reduced 
to a term of five years’ occupancy. 

The interest of the landlord, said Mr. 
LEMASS, was sufficiently protected in the 


ill without this additional safeguard of a 


forty years’ tenancy, which, in effect, meant 
that a tenant could be evicted without any 
reason whatever, or his rent increased to a 
sum which he would not be able to pay. 

The Town Tenants Commission had recom- 
mended the enactment of legislation enabling 
an occupying tenant to come into court to 
have a fair rent fixed. The Minister had 
rejected that recommendation, and the pro- 
posal in the bill setting out an occupation of 
forty years to secure fixity of tenure was 
fantastic. k 

Mr. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin) said that he 
was in agreement with the principle under- 
lying Deputy Lemass’s amendment, but not 
with the period suggested. He would ask 
the Minister to favourably consider the reduc- 
tion of the period of forty years to twenty- 
five. After a quarter of a century of 
occupation the tenant should be entitled 
to enjoy fixity of tenure at a fair rent, and 
that would be an equitable provision that 
would do no injustice to either landlord or 
tenant. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin 8.) said 
that landlords who owned a number of houses 
were not anxious to get rid of good tenants, 
but poor people who owned only one house 
should be exempted from the bill. 

HARD ON HOUSE-HUNTERS. 

Mr. O’CONNOR .(Govt., Dublin Go.) 
opposed the amendment. Owing to recent 
legislation, he said, the owners of house 
property did not feel secure. If the amend. 
ment was accepted, or even if the twenty-five 
years’ period was accepted, house-owners 
would be put at a great disadvantage. The 
owner and tenant came to an agreement, and 
the tenant was entitled to no more than his 
bargain. If this kind of legislation was to go 
on it would be almost impossible for anybody 
looking for a house to be considered as a 
tenant. If the amendment was accepted, or 
the twenty-five years’ period even, it would 
leave would-be tenants much worse off in their 
search for tenancies. 

Mr. GEOGHEGAN (F.F., Longford-West- 
meath) said that forty years’ period would 
not be accepted by the tenants’ organisations, 
and they would ha a state of uncertainty 
in the trade which would be more detrimental 
to the interests of builders and owners than 
the amendment would be. 

Mr. COBURN (National League, Louth) 
suggested that the Minister might consider a 
compromise between the five years and forty 


years. 

The MINISTER said that without making 
any definite promise he would consider 
between now and the report stage the ques- 
tion of reducing the number of years. 

On a division the amendment was rejected 
by sixty-three votes to forty-three. 

IMPROVED LETTING VALUE. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) moved an 
amendment to Section 17 providing that a 
tenant who had improved the letting value of 
his tenancy by one-third should be entitled 
to a renewal of his tenancy. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that the 
section provided that the tenant would be 
entitled to a renewal of his tenancy if he 
improved its 114 eee: by one-half, as by 
doing so he would be really -owner of the 
house, with equal rights with the landlord. If 
he only improved the letting value by one- 
third the house was more the property of the 
landlord, and all the tenant was entitled to, 
in fairness, was compensation for his improve- 
ments. 

Mr. GEOGHEGAN (F.F., Longford-West- 
meath) said that a tenant might easily spend 
a3 much on improvements as the original cost 
of the house, and still only improve it by one- 
third in letting value.

ENGLAND’S CHANCE IN 
MEN’S SINGLES. 


E are on the eve of Wimbledon, and 
despite the absence of the two singles 
champions, Tilden and Mrs. Moody, 

the standard of play should be as high as 
ever. 
than for the last six or seven years. Borotra, 
on account of winning the championship ef 
France recently from an intefnational eld, 
will, I suppose, start favourite, but personally 
I would not care to put my money on him. 

e scems to have lost that extra fire 
that brought him through in previous 
years. Fight players are seeded— Borotra, 
Cochet and Boussus, of France ; F. X. Shields 
and S. B. Wood, of America; F. J. Perry 
and H. W. Austin, of England; and J. Sato, 
of Japan. It is somewhat strange that G. M. 
Lott, ranked number seven in the world last 
year, has not been seeded instead of Wood, 
who has not — “arrived ’’ yet. 

It would be really surprising if Wood or 
Austin were to become champion; so 1 think 
the issue lies between the other six and Lott. 
Cochet will be as hard to beat as ever, but 

recent illness will put him at a disadvan- 
tage. He has always been noted for his per- 
fect fitness—his type of game requires 
it—and great as his courage is. it 
will not carry him throug against 
the powerful young men he will have to 
meet, unless he is as fit as they are. He 
was caught by surprise by Allison last year, 
and the sane thing may Fo him against 
G. P. Hughes this year. The latter, it will 
be remembered, beat him in straight sets in 
the final of the Italian championships just 
before his illness, and Hughes, on his recent 
form, will be a very hard man to beat. 
Hsoussus, like Austin, lacks the strength to 
win through such a hard fortnight’s play, 
and though he did reach the French Singles 
final, he came within an ace of defeat in the 
——— atá from the Italian, G. de Stefani. 
‘he French challenge on grass courts is, 
after all, very vulnerable. 

A DANGEROUS AMERICAN. 

The Americans, who were so 1:emarkably 
successful Jast year, are not so strongly re- 
presented on this occasion, the American 
Champion, J. Doeg, and last year’s Wimble- 
don finalist, W. Allison, being absentees, 
vet, by, all accounts, FE. X. Shields is good 
enough to win the title. He is typical of the 
young American school; immensely powerful 
service, decisive volleying and attacking 
ground shots, but the fact that this is his 
first visit to Europe will tell against him. 
Doeg only beat him after a great struggle 
in the American final, and he certainly seems 
the best of the Americans. No one in 
the championship has finer strokes than 


Lott, yet he seems to lack ersonality, 
and Hughes demonstrated ih Paris that 
a clever tactician can beat him. More 


danger may come from Gregory Mangin, who 
conquered Austin last year, and reached the 
last eight. He has been greatly disappointed 
in not being ‘selected for the American Davis 
Cup team, and has come over in the hope 
that his form at Wimbledon will gain him a 
place and will be very anxious to do well. 
J. Van Ryn, though primarily a doubles 
Ess might beat anybody if he struck a 
rilliant patch, but he is hardly consistent 
enough to go far. America’s chance of re- 
taining the cup lies primarily with Shields, 
but I thinx their challenge will be met with 
more determination this time. 
ENGLAND’S HOPE, 

England has a very real chance of winning 
the cup for the first time for twenty-two 
years. F. J. Perry, on his play and perform- 
ances this year, must be considered one of 
the world’s best players. His is the type of 
game which made the Frenchmen famous. He 
is a volleyer before everything else, and no 
one, except Borotra, is more brilliant at the 
net. and, in addition, he has good ground 
strokes and an attacking service. He has, 
what is equally important, a determined 
spirit, and his displays in the Davis Cup have 
been splendid, is win over J. Satoh last 
week was a big achievement. Hughes, 
though not seeded, has a much finer record 
In fact, in 


this year than Austin. 

‘the two important championships played 
so far, he ha” been’ easily’ the 
best British player, reaching — the 
semi-final of the French singles andl 


the British hard court final. In both cases 
he was defeated by Boussus, who seems to 
be his bogey. His wins over Cochet and 
Lott show how much he has advanced lately. 
WHAT THE DRAW SHOWS. 

If we examine the draw we see that one 
of the seeded players, Wood, should have 
difficulty in reaching the last eight. There 
is no other first-class player in this section, 
which includes N, G. Holmes, the Irish close 
champion. He will have to be at his best 
to beat a steady base-liner in 8. W. Harris, 
the old Rugby international. In the top section 
are Cochet, Hughes, J. C. Gregory and L. 
Hecht, a most promising Czecho-Slovakian 
prayer. Cochet’s chief danger here will 
come from Hughes. The third section in- 
cludes Boussus, Kawachi, of Japan, and Van 
Ryn. I would not. be at all surprised to see 
Van Ryn come out here. The fourth sec- 
tion includes Perry, Aoki, of Japan; A. 
Gentien, the Frenchman; C. F. Scroope and 
B. de Kehrling. I cannot see anyone to beat 
Perry here, though de Kehrling, whom 
Scroope will meet in the second round, may 
give him a hard game. 

ROGERS’S TASK. 

Borotra will have R. Miki, of Japan, and 
H. W. Artens, the Austrian, as his chief 
dangers in the fifth section, but our 
Lyttelton Rogers, has been 
drawn a sti section, J. Satoh’s, in 
number six. Rogers has never done anything 
at Wimbledon so far. He was easily beaten 
last year by Allison, and meets Mangin in the 
first round. On hard courts 1 would back 
Rogers to beat him, but on grass courts 1 
think the American will win. Lott, H. G. N. 
Lee, P. Landry and R. Boyd, of the Argen- 
tinian, are also in the section, and here 
another seeded player may get beaten. In 
section number seven only Nourpey, of Ger- 
many, and J. 8. Olliff seem to: kave a chance 
of giving Shields a run, but in the last 
section Austin will have a stormy passage, 
for with him are J. Brugnon, H. Satoh, i 
R. Lester, E. C. Peters and E. A. 
McGuire. The Irishman might well beat 
E. Higgs, who has dropped out of the picture 
in the last couple of years, and in that case 
McGuire might also beat the winner of 1. 
G. Collins v. H. Kleinschroth, As the draw 
stands, a final between Perry and Borotra 
or Shields appears quite probable, and a great 
final it es i prove. 

THE WOMEN’S TITLE. 

With Mrs. Moody and Miss Ryan absentees, 
the Women’s Singles becomes very open, but 
will probably take second place in public 
irterest to the men’s. So convincing was 
Fraulein Aussem in Paris that her victory 


will be anticipated, but on grass 
courts she will find the English 
players a stiffer proposition. In power of 


stroke, Miss Nuthal]l comes nearer to Mrs. 
Moody than any other woman, and if she ‘s 
consistent with her service, and gets her wild 
streaks off early on, she will be hard to beat. 
Another final ‘between these two would be 
intriguing, and at Wimbledon Miss Nuthali 
would probably reverse the Paris result. Of 
the other English players, Miss Mudford, 
Miss Ridley and Miss Heeley should do weil. 
while chief foreign opposition will be pro- 
vided by Mme. Mathieu, France’s No. 1 and 
British hard court champion; Frauleim 
Frahwinkel, Germany's second best player ;

HE extremely cordial reiations that exist 
between the golfers connected with the 
* building and allied trades of Dublin 
and Beliast may truly be said to rest, to 
some extent at least, on cement foundations. 
‘Two years ago Cement Marketing, Limited, 
through Mr. J. A. O'Connor, presented to the 
two goifing societies the Blue Circle Cup for 
the purpose of developing and fostering 
friendly intercourse, through the medium of 
golf, among their members.

The success 
of such a function depends entirely on the 
weather, and, it being gloriously fine, the 
outing could not have been more enjoyable. 
EXCELLENT SCORING. 

Fourballs were played in the morning so 
as to give the competitors an opportunity 
for familiarising themselves with the links, 
and then the big battle began, with the 
two presidents leading off. The scoring was 
particularly good all round, but the Dublin 
men had a shade the better of it, to win by 
two strokes. Indeed, in the visitors’ team of 
ten, it was necessary to include only one of 
the several scores of 80, and, as the bogey 
of the course is 77, and a steady wind pre- 
vailed, the aggregates of. 775 and 781 repre- 
sented excellent golf. 

A particularly good score was James 
Cooney’s gross 82; in fact, two Dublin 
golfers and one Northerner tied for the best 
nett with 75—J. Cooney, Thomas Jackson 
and T. Bamford. ‘The finish was exciting, 
but the Jatter’s score placed the issue beyond 
doubt, and so the trophy was brought to 
Dublin. : ; 

There was not much time for the customary 
presentation and speech-making. Mr, Good 
briefly returned thanks to the Ulstermen for 
their hospitality, and Mr. McKee expressed 
the hope that next year at Portmarnock or 
Dollymount they would still further cement 
the happy relations that had developed so

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BANK OF ENGLAND RETURN 
—-—--@o — 


Thanks mainly to the influx of German 
gold, this week's Bank of England return 
shows an increase of £5,699,280 in its total 
gold holding, which, at £161,986,803, is 
higher than at the same date last vear by 
£4,497 ,276. This large increase, together 
with a contraction of £1.985,057 in the active 
note corcniation, which now stands at 
£552,265.813, has resulted in a rise of 
£7,684,537 in the Bank's reserve, which, at
